COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, 
AMENDING THE MINORITY /WOMEN BUSINESS 
ENTERPRISE SECTION OF THE PALM BEACH COUNTY 
CODE, CHAPTER 2, ARTICLE III, DIVISION 2, PART 
B; PROVIDING FOR RANKING OF RESPONSIVE 
BIDDERS; PROVIDING FOR BID PREFERENCE;

WHEREAS, the M/WBE Advisory Board has made a 


recommendation to amend the ranking of responsive bidders provision | 


of the M/WBE section of the Code by increasing the amount a bid, 


which is responsive to M/WBE requirements, can exceed a bid, which 


is not responsive to M/WBE requirements, for bids in excess of $1 


million; and 


WHEREAS, the need exists to amend the bid preference 


provision of the M/WBE section of the Code to clarify that the 


$500,000 limit on the utilization of the bid preference system is» 


to be applied on a per annum basis.

Section 1. Ranking of responsive bidders. Section 2-80.3 | 


of the Palm Beach County Code is amended to read as follows: 

When evaluating competitive bids/quotes for award in 
which the apparent low bidder is determined to be nonresponsive to 
M/WBE requirements, the contract shall be awarded to the low bidder 
responsive to M/WBE requirements as long as the bid does not exceed 
the low bid amount by ten percent. 

In cases where the lowest non-responsive bid exceeds 
$1,000,000 but is less than $10,000,000, the contract shall be 


awarded to the lowest bidder responsive to the M/WBE requirements, 
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provided that such bid does not exceed the low bid otherwise 
responsive to the bid requirements by more than $100,000 plus one 
percent of the total bid in excess of $1,000,000. 

In cases where the lowest non-responsive bid exceeds 
$10,000,000, the contract :shall be awarded to Ehe Tower’: bidder 
responsive to the M/WBE requirements, provided that such bid does 
not exceed the low bid otherwise responsive to the bid requirements 
by more than $100,000 plus one percent of the total bid in excess 
of $1,000,000 up to $10,000,000 and plus two percent of the total. 
bid in excess of $10,000,000. 

This section applies only when price is the determining

Section 2. Bid preference system. Section 2-80.8 of the 3 
Palm Beach Code is amended to read as follows: 

A bid preference system is hereby established for | 
purchases estimated to be less than five hundred thousand dollars ` 
($500,000) per annum. This bid preference system may be utilized by ` 
a county department or by the Goal Setting Committee when a review 
of the participation reports indicates that utilization of the: 
system will assist the department in meeting its annual goals. 
This bid preference system will not be used for County construction . 
projects. When apprcepriate, this system may be utilized on = 
gender-or ethnic-specific basis allowing for a bid preference for . 
the bidder with the highest participation among a particular gender 
or ethnic category. 

Award will be made to the bidder who includes the highest . 
M/WBE utilization as long as that bid does not exceed the low bid 
by ten (10) percent. 


When appropriate, this system may also be utilized on 
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revenue generating contracts awarded on a price alone basis. Award 
will be made to the bidder who includes the highest M/WBE 
utilization as long as that bid is not lower than the high bid by 
ten (10) percent. 

Section 3. Repeal of Laws in nue, AL locane 
and ordinances applying to the unincorporated area of Palm Beach 
County in conflict with any provisions of this ordinance are hereby 


repealed. 


Section 4. Severability. If any section, paragraph,
